THE RELATIONS OF THE SEXES, 

In the current number of the Vorih 
American Review is an able article from 
the pen of Robert G. Ingersoll, entitled 
“Is Avarice Triumphant,” in which the 
following paragraphs appear. Speaking 
of onr Republic he says: 

“Here you will find Democracy in the 
family—Republicanism by the fireside. 
Say what you will, the family is apt to 
be patterned after the government. Ifa 
king is at the head of the nation the 
husband imagines himself the monarch 
of the house. In this country we have 
carried into the family the idea on which 
the government is based. Here hus- 
bands and wives are beginning to be 
equals. 

“The highest test of civilization is the 
treatment of women and children. By 
this standard America stands first amoug 
nations.” 

The hiatory of the emancipation of 
woman and her elevation from a system 
of serfdom and practical slavery is preg- 
nant with great lessons, The highest 
type of civilization known to the an- 
cients was that of the Jews, Iixcept 
when born to the purple, or elevated to 
that position by the whim or the lust of 
man, she was a civil cypher, and in le- 
gal, social and domestic relations was 
represented in the man, having no per- 
sonal standing in those relations by her- 
self. The mauners and customs con- 
trolled, 

The introduction of Christianity did 
not improve her condition materially. 
The Jewish teachings and example 
largely controlled in the religious af- 
fairs of the church, ond the instructions 
given by the converted Jew, Paul, show 
that his conceptions of the scope of 
Christian teachings did not include the 
elevation, but rather the subordination 
of woman to man, Even in religious 
experience and its confession, as well as 
in the outgoings of her benevolent na- 
ture, she was restricted to the will of the 
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male to whom she was subordinate in 
al} civil and domestic matters. 

The Christian church to-day almost 
universally repudiates those early teach- 
ings and practices, but continues to hold 
those teachings as inspired authority for 
alltime. But no enlightened Christian 
church or community dare, in this age, 
enforce the Pauline inspired directions 
touching the subordination of woman. 
The enforcement would empty the 
churches of communicants. 

The elevation of woman has not come 
from the church, either Roman or Prot- 
estant. It has come through the great 
evolutionary process of intellectual en- 
largement, the higher comprehension of 
abstract and applied justice in society; 
and from the increased intelligence and 
mental culture of the sex. It bas not 
been won by crusader, by social experi- 
ments or by the establishment of Utopian 
communal families. The latter have al- 
ways degraded woman. 

This growth has been steady, constant 
and without seeming friction to the laws 
or social usages of the age. The posi- 
tion of intelligent, refined wives, 
mothers, daughters and sisters in the 
family and in society has borne its 
fruit in legislative halls in liberalizing 
the laws pertaining to the personal, le- 
gal and property rights of woman. 

Within the last half century a greater 
advance in the line of justice and equa] 
rights for woman and man has been 
niade than during the five preceding 
centuries. And it is woman herself who 
has wrought this great advance through 
her intelligent, moral and affectionale 
nature. If men have made the laws these 
men were husbands, fathers, brothers 
aod sons, and they have legislated for 
wives, mothers, sisters and daughters. 

The elevated character of the sex has 
made and is making its mark upon the 
legislators, hence the repeal of unjust 
laws, the modifications of unwise laws 
aud the enactment of wise and liberal 
laws, the whole tendency being to es- 
tablish an equality of civil, social and 
family relations. It is woman who has 
done this, and to her as a sex belongs 
the credit. 

The tendency to-day is strongly to the 
civil elevation of woman to a perfect 
equality with man; to a participation in 
government; to the making of laws and 
their administration by both sexes. Al- 
ready the great educational, humanita- 
rian, reformatory and penal institutions 
of the State have representatives of both 
sexes in their supervision and manage- 
ment. It marks an epoch in woman's 
enfranchisement. There have been no 
backward steps; neither will there be. 
It is an orderly progress; not a violent 
revolution. The age accepts it as a na- 
tural sequence of natural causes. Aud 
in so far as the attuned heart of any age 
is in harmony with nature’s highest 
teachings, supplemented by spiritual 
forces, just so far and fast is its progress 
for the right, for the equal rights of all 
aud for the elevation of the race as a 
whole. 

A century hence will see a more per- 
fect equality of rights in the sexes the 
round world over than has ever yet been 
chronicled. And it will not be reached 
by spasms, by special crusades against 
existing laws and customs of society, 
but by a general advance; a keeping step 
with increasing intelligence; an orderly 
procedure which shall elevate from a 
governing animality toa still higher and 


iucreasing spirituality which enthrones 
justice and conferres the right. 


THE OUTLOOK. 

It is to be expected that au imperative 
need for some form of organization 
among Spiritualists will make itself so 
clearly manifest that all doubts concern- 
ing its wisdom will be dissipated. Here- 
tofore the instructions from the decar- 
nate side of life have been of a negative 
character, rather to wait until the proper 
moment should be reached, at which 
time the wisdom-guides of this great 
spirilual tnovement would voice alike 
the duty and the mode of its perform- 
ance. 

The failures of all attempts to consol- 
idate the increasing haste of students, 
enquirers and believers have taken place 
simply because those efforts were only 
in accordance with the imperfect con- 
ceptions of the immature in spiritual 
philosophic teachings, and because of 
their simply following in the old, beaten 
path of the past in human history,

“We find a freethinker labeled with un- 
complimentary designations, Frec- 
thought, applied to man ns an epithel 
even, 1s onc of the grandest which could 
be applied to him, What makes the man 
supcrior to an ox, though of lesser 
strength? Ilis ability to reason, What 
constitutes the difference between an 
Edison and a Hottentot, but the same 
cause? My creed is for every man to act, 
think and speak as he pleases, provided 
he does uot interfere with the rights of 
another, I accept Spiritualisin in its en- 
tirety because it runs abreast of the age 
anıl leaves the ship of Zion to strand on 
the coast, 

“I wan raised orthodox, but my nature 
rebelled agninat the sacrifice of the in- 
nocent to ntone for the guilty; against 
creating a man and woman, who knew 
not the difference between right and 
wrong, and then punish them for a 
transgression against criminating a 
whole race for a wrony, real or assumed 
of two of its individuals, 

“Spiritualism is a harmonizing philos- 
ophy.

A PSYCHICAL INCIDENT. 
JONN WETHERDEE. 

Reliable experiences which are of a 
positive, abnormal and psychic character 
should always be reported; where I have 
been absolutely certain of such, I have 
made a record of them. The following 
incident can be depended upon as actual 
in every particular, and is wortby of 
every investigator's attention, as cover- 
ing the whole ground of being a spirit 
manifestation. 

Mrs. Foye, now living, is a good me- 
dium and very estimable lady of Califor- 
nia. She has within a few years visited 
this city, where she was known in her 
younger days as Ada Hoyt. In those 
days I saw a great deal of her. She was 
the medium that gave such tests to Em- 
ma Hardinge in her investigations as to 
convince her of the truth of Modern 
Spiritualism. She has since become one 
of the bright lights of the order, a gifted 
medium herself, and is now the editor of 
the Two World's, an English paper. 

On one occasion I met Miss Hoyt ata 
party at the house of Daniel Tarrar, a 
highly respectable and wealthy merchant 
of this city. Miss Hoyt entertained the 
party with tests. Five or six of us were 
seated with her at a table. 

We were severally asked by her to 
write four or five names of our departed 
friends on slips of paper, roll theni.into 
pellets, and put them in a pile in the 
centre of the table. 

We all did so. I felt that I would 
write the names of suicides—I do not 
know why I did, having plenty of near 
spirit friends who had died natural 
deaths, but I knew afterwards it was for 
the admirable test that was the result of 
the sitting. So I wrote the name of 
Henry Jacobs, who cut his throat in 
Scituate; the name of John Smith, who 
shot himself in New Bedford; the name 
of Thomas Ilooper, a teller of the Mer- 
chants’ bank, who hanged hintself on ac- 
count of a defalcation, as four was the 
number that was geuerally being writ- 
ten, I wanted one more, however, and 
wrote the name of Patty Gray, a lady I 
never knew and had not thought of for 
many years, 

To yive point to this experience I 
must relate the following circumstance: 

Patty Gray was the daughter of a well- 
known citizen, who lived in a three story 
wooden house on what was once known 
as Pemberton hill, nearly opposite the 
head of Ilanover st. She was a school- 
mate and friend of an aunt of mine, and 
hanged herself in the early part of this 
century, Before she hanged herself she 
jumped out of the chamber window, 
breaking her leg, and looked up to the 
window from which she had jumped, 
shook her fist to something she saw 
saying: “Ah, devil! you deceived me,” 

This made quite a talk at the time, and 
was an jimpressive event tomy aunt, who 
used toinmy childish walks wilh her tell 
me of the circumstances and show me 
the spot where Patty Gray struck when 
she jumped, 

Miss Hoyt did not see any of the 
mames that were in the pile, and if she 
had it would have made no difference, 
they ull looked alike in the pile. She 
stirred them around a little with the end 
of her pencil, tossing one out towards 


the person it was for. She then wrote | 
the name, and when the pellet was 
opened and read it was always the right 
one, 

She then told her audience where the 
people died, and what they died of and 
other circumstances. 1 will write of one 
that she tossed out with the pencil end, 
saying, "That is for you, Mr. Wetherbee.” 

She then wrote the name of Patty Gray, 
as I found it on the paper when I opened 
and read it. 

She then said: “Now write several dis- 
eases, including the one of which she 
died,” and I wrote consumption, fever, 
heart disease, suicide, old age, unknown, 
and she rapped, or the spirit did, when 
I touched “suicide,” which was right. 

She then said: “Write some of the 
forms of suicide, including the right 
one.” I wrote poison, drowning, hang- 
ing, shooting; cutting throat, and touch- 
ing the words in their order the rap 
came at “hanging,” which was right. 

She then said: “Write some places, 
including the place where she died, and 
I wrote Dorchester, Roxbury, Cambridge, 
Charlestown, and touching them in their 
order no rap came at Boston, which was 
the place, but it came when I touched 
Cambridge. 

But I said that was not the place, for 
she died in Boston. 

The medium then wrote very forcibly: 
“No; Cambridge.” 

I was as sure it was in Boston as I 
could be of anything, but being so posi- 
tive in her way of writing it, I said, so as 
not to impair the generat impression— 
for she otherwise had been very correct 
—“I might have been mistaken, although 
I am sure I was not.” 

A few weeks after this my aunt, who 
was then living in Sharon, and was over 
80 years old, was visiting me, and re- 
membering the incident, I said: Aunt 
Caroline, where did Patty Gray live when 
she died?” “Why,” she said “you know 
the old wooden house on Pemberton hill, 
where Dr. Shurtleff used to live after- 
wards.” 

“Oh, yes, I remember that, but I did 
not know but she might have died some- 
where else.” 

“Well, she did. When she attempted 
to kill herself by jumping out of the 
chamber window, her father felt she 
would succeed some time. So he board- 
ed her in Cambridge, hired a nice woman 
to stay with her and take care of her all 
the time, but she managed to elude her 
nurse in an unguarded moment, and she 
was found hung on an apple tree in the 
garden.” 

So the spirit of Patty Gray was right 
and I was wrong.—Boston Globe.
